Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1968  as  required  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Social  Services  under  the  regulations  5 (3)  and 
15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Departments  and  this  appears  under 
a separate  report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect 
of  each  district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword 
to  the  report  rdate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registar  General’s 
mid-year  estimate  has  increased,  being  64,960  compared 
wtith  63,670  last  year.  The  population  increased  by  130  in 
Cirencester  Urban  District,  by  900  in  Cirencester  Rural 
District,  by  180  in  North  Cotswold  Rural  District,  by  10 
in  Northleach  Rural  District,  and  by  70  in  Tetbury  Rural 
Di'sitriet. 

The  comparable  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
16.2  compared  vv^ith  17.3  in  1967.  There  were  975  'live  births 
compared  with  1014  last  year,  the  still  birth  figures  being 
19  for  1968  compared  with  10  the  previous  year.  The  still 
birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was  17.0  compared 
with  14.3  for  England  and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  ille- 
gitimate live  births  was  5.4  compared  with  5.9  the  previous 
year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  (per  1,0(X)  live  births)  was 
10.9  compared  with  8.8  the  previous  year,  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  was  18.3.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate 
(deaths  under  four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  was  4.6 
compared  with  5.9  for  the  previous  year  and  with  12.4  for 
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England  and  Wales.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still  births 
and  deaths  under  one  week  combined  per  1,000  live  and 
still  births)  was  20.6  compared  w‘ith  15.6  for  the  previous 
year  and  compared  with  24.7  for  England  and  Wales.  No 
women  died  in  consequence  of  child-birth. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  723,  compares  with  704 
for  1967.  The  comparable  death  rate  (per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation) was  9.6  compared  with  1 1 .9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were 
243  and  175  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused 
138  deaths  of  which  28  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung, 
26  of  which  were  male.  Thecg  were  31  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  in  1967.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
caused  119  deaths. 

At  death  74.0  per  cent  had  survived  to  over  65  years 
of  age  and  52.5  per  cent  to  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  552  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  of 
which  481  were  measles.  This  compared  with  462  notifica- 
tions for  the  previous  year.  There  were  7 notifications  of 
tuberculosis,  of  w'hich  5 were  pulmonary,  last  year  10 
notifications  were  received.  There  were  5 deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis compared  with  2 the  previous  year. 

3 cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year,  compared  with  two  the  previous  year.  They  were  all 
associated  with  an  out-break  in  another  disitrict,  where  they 
worked.  The  organism  causing  the  out-break  was  Clostridium 
Welch  i. 

930  children  were  immunised  with  the  triple  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  16  children 
were  immunised  againsit  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  and  78  were 
protected  agains't  tetanus  only.  Maintenance  injections  of 
the  triple  vaccine  were  given  to  743  children,  1045  had  main- 
tenance injections  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  and  183 
had  maintenance  injections  against  tetanus  There  have  been 
no  notifications  of  diphtheria  in  the  area  Since  1953.  353 
children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  and  69  were  re- 
vaccinated. 
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Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  with  the  oral  vaccine 
is  still  offered  to  all  up  to  the  age  of  40,  and  every  effort 
should  be  made  by  those  unprotected  to  be  protected  by 
this  simple  procedure.  No  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  were 
received  during  the  year. 

Progress  in  housing,  w^ter  supplies  and  sewerage  dis- 
posal is  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts. 
In  the  rural  districts,  out  of  a total  of  111  parishes,  106 
have  public  mains  water  available,  and  34^  have  public 
sewers  available.  Due  to  financial  restrictions,  some  sewerage 
schemes  have  been  delayed,  which  is  a disappointment. 

Slum  clearance  makes  steady  progress,  but  when 
resources  permit  re-survey  of  the  rural  areas  will  be  neces- 
sary. There  is  still  a considerable  need  in  the  area  for 
ground-floor  accommodation  for  the  aged  and  physically 
incapacitated.  Most  Councils  now  have  group  sdiemes  with 
wardens  accommodation.  These  are  proving  a great  boon, 
and  the  conditions  are  undoubtedly  prolonging  the  lives  of 
old  people,  in  their  own  homes,  instead  of  being  admitted 
to  welfare  accommodation  or  hospital. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  Councils  and  Committees,  and 
to  the  Clerks  and  other  Officers,  for  their  support  and 
encouragement  during  the  year. 

As  always  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  help.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 

Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

1 beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  work  of  my 
department  for  the  year  1 968  and  ag  in  previous  years  I wish 
to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Clerk,  the  Sur- 
veyor and  Officers  in  my  own  and  other  departments  for 
their  help  and  support  during  the  year. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 
Water  Supply 

The  Authority  responsible  for  supplying  water  to  serve 
the  town  is  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  and  the  supply  has 
been  well  maintained  and  entirely  satisfactory  during  the 
year. 

Thirteen  samples  of  town  water  were  taken  from  various 
parts  of  the  district  and  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  Reports  on  all 
samples  showed  the  water  to  be  of  a very  high  quality  and 
free  from  any  form  of  contamination.  The  fluoride  content 
of  the  water  from  the  Baunton  source  is  0.1  parts  per 
million.

Swimming  Baths 

The  open-air  swimming  baths  were  again  opened  at  the 
beginning  of  May  and  kept  in  operation  until  the  end  of 
September  and  although  the  weather  conditions  had  some 
effect  on  attendance,  the  Baths  again  proved  very  popular. 
The  heating  of  the  water  continued  as  in  past  years  and 
certain  further  improvements  were  carried  out.  The  instal'la- 
t'ion  of  machines  to  issue,  on  coin  payment,  hot  and  cold 
drtnks,  which  were  installed  in  1967,  again  proved  to  be 
very  popular.  During  the  swimming  season,  reservations 
were  made  for  school  children  during  the  mornings  up  to 
the  end  of  July  and  reservations  in  the  evenings  were  made 
for  the  Po'lice  Cadets  and  the  Cirencester  Swiming  and  Water 
Polo  Club. 

Sewerage 

During  the  year,  a section  of  the  old  18  in.  sewer  in 
Siddington  Road  was  replaced  and  a new  section  laid  from 
Siddington  Road  into  the  Industr'ial  Estate  in  order  that 
more  land  could  be  made  available  and  capable  of  being 
drained. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  Works  continued  to  operate  as  in  past  years  and  a 
further  scheme  was  carried  out  of  amending  the  under- 
drainage system  for  the  sludge  beds.  None  of  the  samples  of 
final  effluent  taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  were  unfav- 
ourably commented  upon.  Complaints  continued  of  smell  of 
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sewage  from  the  Disposal  Works  particularly  from  the  area  of 
South  Cerney  and  jointly  the  Urban  and  Rural  District 
Councils  employed  a Consultant  Engineer  to  investigate  the 
cause  of  the  smell.  The  report  from  the  Consultant  was  sub- 
mitted in  December  and  followed  investigation  and  discus- 
sions with  Representatives  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  and 
the  County  Analyst.  The  report  indicated  that  the  capacity 
of  the  Disposal  Works  was  rapidly  becoming  over-loaded 
and  should-  be  a warning  sign  against  the  day  when  a 
completely  acceptable  effluent  may  not  be  produced.  The 
two  Councils  are,  therefore,  considering  the  matter  further. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued 
on  a weekly  basis  and  disposal  was  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping.  During  the  year  a total  of  225  tons  of  waste  paper 
was  separated  and  baled  and  sold  at  a total  income  of 
£1,932  Os.  Od. 

Drainage 

Complaints  were  received  from  occupiers  of  various 
premises  in  the  town  relating  to  defective  or  unsatisfactory 
drainage  arrangements  and  this  affected  2 shops,  1 Public 
house,  1 restaurant,  1 business  house  and  32  dwdling  houses. 

3 obsolete  traps  had  to  be  removed  from  main  drains 
because  they  were  continually  being  obstructed  and  were 
not  accessible.  In  one  case  a food  Shop  was  affected  as  the 
trap  in  question  was  under  the  floor  of  the  shop  and  this 
caused  very  serious  inconvenience  and  disruption  of  the 
business  whilst  the  remedial  work  was  being  done. 

In  two  cases  foul  drainage  from  a Public  House  and  a 
block  of  flats  was  found  to  be  seeping  into  the  cellar  and 
as  a result  the  owners  were  called  upon  to  completely  relay 
the  drainage  systems  and  this  work  was  quickly  carried 
out. 

A foul  drainage  system  at  a private  house  was  found 
to  be  so  defective  that  it  had  to  be  renewed. 

InspeOfion  Chambers  were  called  for  over  main  drains 
in  two  cases,  in  order  to  provide  projjer  access  in  case  of 
obstruction. 
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A main  drain  serving  a terrace  of  six  houses  was  con- 
tinually being  obstructed  and  certain  flooding  of  yards 
resulted  from  this.  Continual  efforts  were  made  to  clear  this 
drain  without  success  and  the  owners  were  advised  to  make 
a new  connection  to  the  Oouncii’s  foul  sewer.  This  was  done 
and  the  system  works  satisfactorily. 

A main  drain  serving  a block  of  3 houses  was  found 
to  be  defective  where  it  passed  through  some  allotment 
ground  and  on  examination  a number  of  pipes  appeared  to 
be  fractured.  The  owners  atterition  was  drawn  to  the  matter 
and  the  defective  drain  was  pronTptly  attended  to. 

The  DagMngworth  sitream  on  the  Western  side  of  the 
Gloucesiter  Road  was  found  to  be  polluted  and  as  a result 
of  a number  of  tests  being  carried  out  this  was  traced  to 
an  overflow  from  a Septic  Tank  which  received  the  drainage 
from  3 flats  and  3 dwelling  houses.  The  owners  of  the 
properties  affected  were  contacted  and  persuaded  to  make  a 
connection  to  the  Council’s  sewer.  This  work  was  carried 
out  and  the  large  septic  tank  was  filled  in. 

Four  connections  were  made  to  the  new  Public  sewer 
in  Stratton. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

Two  oases  of  pollution  of  Streams  were  observed,  one 
has  already  been  reported  before  under  the  heading  of 
drainage  and  this  related  to  sewage  pollutiO'n  from  6 dwell- 
ings. The  Other  case  related  to  evidence  of  sewage  pollution 
in  the  ditch  on  the  South  West  of  the  Cricklade  Road. 

This  matter  was  investigated  and  it  was  found  to  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  a foul  sewer  in  Cricklade  Road 
was  temporarily  obstructed  and  sewage  was  passing  over 
the  Storm  water  weir  to  the  ditch. 

This  was  promptly  attended  to  and  the  pollution  ceased. 

The  streams  for  which  the  Council  were  responsible 
namely  from  the  stream  at  the  side  of  the  sw*imming  baths 
passing  through  the  Abbey  Grounds  to  the  City  Bank 
playing  fields  were  cleaned  out  by  workmen  in  the  Surveyors 
Department. 
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Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

A complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
with  regard  to  the  poor  physical  condition  and  appearance 
of  an  aged  man  working  as  a news  vendor  in  the  town. 

Many  visits  by  'the  Public  Health  Inspector  resulted  in 
the  man  being  examined  by  a Doctor  also  a specialist  and 
subsequently  removed  to  a Hospital  in  Cheltenham  for 
specialist  treatment. 

The  two  roomed  condemned  cottage  in  which  he  lived 
was  cleaned  out  and  the  contents  were  burnt.  An  older 
house  in  the  Watermoor  area  was  allocated  to  this  man  and 
the  proviislion  of  all  the  necessary  items  which  constitute  a 
home  were  supplied  by  the  County  Welfare  Department  and 
local  organisations  and  many  individual  people  in  the  town. 

After  treatment  the  man  returned  from  hospital  to  his 
“ new  home  ” and  settled  down  very  well,  resuming  his  old 
job  as  a news  vendor. 

ft  was  found  necessary  to  fumigate  an  empty  Council 
owned  property  and  to  carry  out  insedtiddal  spraying  to 
exterminate  a flea  infestation  in  a ptivate  house. 

The  Public  Health  Department  received  a request  to 
fumigate  a large  parcel  of  clothing  being  sent  privately  from 
Cirencester  to  East  Germany. 

This  request  was  granted  and  carried  out  at  no  cost  to 
the  person  concerned. 

Rag  Flock  Act  1961 

The  five  firms  who  carry  out  upholstery  work  in  the 
town  have  been  inspected  and  none  call  for  registration. 


Pet  Animals  Act  1961 

N Two  applicaltions  to  keep  a Pet  Shop  were  received, 

bdth  premises  were  inspected,  one  being  an  existing  shop 
and  the  o'ther  a nev^fly  converted  shop  premises  and  the 
^ necesary  licences  were  issued.  Tbe  shops  were  to  keep  small 
pets  sudh  as  Goldfish,  Tortoises.  Budgerigars,  Canaries, 
Hamsters  and  Rabbits. 
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Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

As  a result  of  a District  Inspection  being  carried  out. 
dangerous  conditions  were  observed  at  three  properties. 

The  first  related  to  a shop  in  the  Market  Place  where 
the  ornamental  cement  rendering  and  stone  was  loose,  defec- 
tive and  falling  on  the  pavement;  the  second  case  was  where 
loose  slates  were  falling  off  a 3 storey  roof  on  to  a Bakers 
yard;  and  the  th'ird  case  was  in  respect  of  some  defective 
loose  and  falling  cement  rendering  to  the  side  wall  of  a 
house  adjacent  to  a common  yard  and  this  was  dangerous 
and  falling  on  to  pedestrians. 

In  each  case  the  owners  were  notified  and  on  request 
the  dangerous  conditions  were  made  safe. 

Clean  Air  Act  1956 

Notice  of  proposal  to  install  3 oil  fired  boilers  and  3 
gas  fired  boilers  of  a rating  varying  from  15,000  B.T.U. 
to  1,000,000  B.T.U.  per  hour  were  received  and  plans  were 
submitted  for  approval  in  resp>eot  of  the  following  premises  : 
Factories  1 Hospitals  3 

Laundere'tte  1 and  nurses  home. 

Large  House  1 

All  the  sdhemes  were  approved  subject  to  the  chimney 
heights  being  carried  to  a height  as  assessed  by  this  depart- 
ment in  acord'ance  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  memorandum. 

Offensive  Trades 

The  processes  of  fat  extracting  and  blood  drying  ceased 
at  the  end  of  April  1968  and  the  machinery  and  equipment 
was  removed  to  another  bacon  factory  outside  the  county 
of  Gloucestershire. 

Public  Health  Acts 

When  the  tdilet  acommodation  at  the  loca'l  Ginema  was 
inspected,  it  was  found  that  a washhand  basin  and  a W.C. 
pan  was  broken  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts 
the  proprietors  were  called  upon  to  renew  these  fittings. 

The  work  was  promptly  carried  out  and  the  accommo- 
dation maintained  in  good  order. 
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Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

Nuisances  affecting  123  properties  have  been  found  and 
investiga^ted  dui^ing  the  year  and  it  is  quite  coiincidental  that 
123  nuisances  have  been  abated  during  the  same  period. 
This  number  of  course  includes  remedial  work  carried  out 
to  abate  nuisances  which  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of 
the  previous  year.  All  the  owners  of  the  properties  or  the 
responsible  persons  were  written  to  and  reminders  sent  where 
necessary  and  it  was  only  found  necessary  to  serve  Statutory 
No'tices  in  two  oases. 

One  case  however  had  to  be  taken  before  the  Magis- 
trates Court  and  this  rdlated  to  the  owner  of  a dwelling  house 
who  persistently  refused  to  co-operate  and  would  not  carry 
out  remedial  works  to  make  good  housing  defects  and  abate 
serious  nuisance.  The  Court  made  an  Order  for  the  work 
to  be  done  within  28  days  and  a fine  of  £5  Os.  Od.  was 
imposed  and  the  defendant  had  to  pay  £7  7s.  Od.  advocates 
fees. 

A nuisance  was  observed  at  the  rear  of  a Chinese 
Restaurant  near  the  centre  of  the  town  caused  by  the 
emission  of  fumes  and  obnox^ious  effluvia  from  the  restaurant 
kitchen.  This  matter  was  investigated  and  the  proprietors 
were  informed  of  the  position. 

The  Architect  responsible  for  the  alteration  of  these 
premises  was  also  contacted  and  a firm  of  ventilating  engin- 
ers  who  specialise  in  the  ventilating  of  commercial  kitchens 
was  instructed  to  fit  a grease  eliminator  or  filter  in  the  hood 
over  the  large  kitchen  range.  This  was  sited  adjacent  to  the 
fan  extractor  in  the  external  wall  so  that  all  air  extracted 
from  the  kitchen  had  to  pass  through  the  filter.  This  has  so 
far  proved  successful  but  from  time  to  time  as  one  would 
expect  there  is  a smell  of  food  being  prepared  in  the  viCinhy 
of  the  Restaurant,  however,  this  is  anything  but  offensive. 

A summary  of  the  types  of  nuisances  dealt  with  is 
shown  below  : — 

(1)  Housing  defects,  including  defective  wall  and  ceil- 
ing plaster,  dampness  and  defective  woodwork  to 
floor,  skirtings  and  windows. 
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(2)  Leaky  and  defective  roofs  eaves  gutters  and  down- 
spouts, defective  soffits  and  facia  boards  and 
defective  and  perished  brickwork  and  mortar  joints 
causing  dampness. 

(3)  Defective  drainage  requiring  repair  or  renewal. 

(4)  Obstructed  drainage  systems  requiring  removal  of 
ob^ruction  and  cleansing. 

(5)  Flooding  of  yards  and  cellars. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1961 

A showmans  Caravan  stationed  on  a scrap  yard  site 
at  Watermoor  over  the  Winter  period  had  always  been  given 
exemption  from  Licensing  as  the  owner  of  it  was  a Member 
of  the  Showmans  Guild.  However,  when  the  caravan  was 
inspected  the  owner  admitted  he  was  no  longer  a member 
of  the  Guild  and  he  was  told  to  apply  for  Planning  consent 
before  a site  licence  could  be  considered  by  the  Council. 

The  Caravan  was  eventually  removed  from  the  site  and 
no  further  acTion  was  taken  by  ‘the  Council  relaiting  to  the 
Caravan. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1959 

Applications  were  received  from  two  food  shops  for 
registration  as  a distributor  of  milk.  Both  premises  were 
inspected  and  found  satisfadtory  and  registration  Certificates 
were  accordingly  granted. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
with  regard  to  the  dirty  condition  of  the  inside  of  a bottie 
of  milk  supplied  by  a ‘local  dairyman  but  bottled  outside 
the  dirti^ict. 

The  bdttie  of  milk  in  question  was  submitted  unopened 
to  the  Public  Analyst  for  exanTination.  The  report  showed 
that  microscopic  examination  indicated  that  a small  amount 
of  vegetable  matter,  mainly  algal  growth,  was  present  on 
rhe  insiide  of  the  bottle.  i 

According  to  the  Analyst  the  overall  amount  present 
was  extremely  small  and  was  harmless. 

In  view  of  the  findings  no  adtion  was  taken  but  the 
Dairy  Company  concerned  were  informed  of  the  position. 
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On  making  Inspection  of  Dairy  Delivery  Vehicles  in 
the  town  it  was  found  that  one  firm  had  not  the  name  and 
address  of  the  Company  or  Firm  legibly  displayed  on  a 
number  of  the  vehicles  and  were  in  c'ontravention  of  the 
above  Act. 

This  firm  was  informed  of  the  position  by  letter  and  the 
Dairy  Manager  was  interviewed  on  several  occasions  but 
they  were  not  very  co-operative  in  this  matter.  As  a result 
of  this  Coutt  action  was  authotised  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee  but  was  not  proceeded  with  as  an  undertaking 
was  given  by  the  firms  Solicitors  that  the  Act  would  be 
complied  with  and  this  had  the  desired  effect  of  getting  the 
firms  name  and  address  on  the  vehicles  used  in  Cirencester. 

Game  Dealers  Licences 

As  in  the  previous  year  only  two  game  dealers  licences 
were  applied  for  from  firms  who  had  held  licences  for  many 
years. 

The  premises  concerned  were  inspected  and  found  satis- 
factory and  licences  were  accordingly  issued. 

Ice-Cream  Shops 

Only  one  application  from  a shopkeeper  to  store  and 
sell  pre-packed  Ice-Cream  was  received.  The  premises  were 
inspedted  and  certain  works  were  called  for  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  Registration  Certificate  was  not  issued  until  the 
required  work  had  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Six  samples  of  Ice-cream  were  taken  from  various  shops 
in  the  town  and  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tories for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  reports  showed  that  all  the  samples  were  saitisfactory 
and  were  Grade  1 . 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

A complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
who  occupied  a dwelling  houes  on  a site  adjacent  to  a 
scrap  yard  in  the  Watermoor  Area  alleging  a noise  nuisance. 
This  matter  was  investigated  and  the  Site  was  visited  about 
7.15  p.m.  one  evening  when  it  was  found  that  a mobile  crane 


was  in  action  loading  scrap  metal  on  to  a lorry.  The  noise 
from  this  operation  was  of  such  intensity  as  to  cause  a 
nuisance  and  when  the  person  in  charge  was  informed, 
operations  ceased  immediately. 

This  matter  was  discussed  with  the  scrap  dealers  who 
explained  that  this  was  an  isolated  case  and  owing  to  a 
breakdown  earlier  in  the  day  with  the  mobi'le  crane  a lorry 
be'ing  dispatched  to  Cardiff  Docks  with  scrap,  had  to  be 
loaded. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

The  two  scrap  yards  operating  in  the  town  in  the 
Watermoor  Area  were  registered  as  Scrap  Metal  Dealers 
during  the  year  and  five  other  persons  without  premises  were 
registered. 

Food  Hygiene  (Ceneral)  Regulations,  1960 

During  the  year  Food  Shops,  Restaurants,  Cafes  and 
Snack  Bars  have  been  inspected  and  the  occupiers  of  13 
premises  have  been  called  upon  to  carry  out  work  in  order 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.  A schedule 
of  the  works  called  for  is  set  out  below.

The  Food  Hygiene  (Market,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 

Regulations,  1966 

All  mobile  food  vehicles  and  stalk  coming  under  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Regulations  were  inspected  and 
classJified  and  certain  works  were  called  for,  the  major  part 
of  w^hich  was  carried  out  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  butchers  were  found  to  be  delivering  (wrapped 
meat)  in  private  cars  and  although  they  were  kept  clean 
insfide,  the  name  and  address  of  the  firms  carrying  on  the 
business  were  not  legibly  or  conspicuously  display^  on  the 
vehicles.  Arrangements  were  made  for  Iwse  name  display 
boards  to  be  fitted  in  those  cars,  but  the  use  of  private  cars 
generally  for  delivering  foodstuffs  is  discouraged  by  the 
department. 

A mobile  meat  stall  s'tationed  in  the  Market  Place, 
w'hen  inspected  was  found  to  have  a defective  floor  and  be 
without  a supply  of  hot  water  and  a covered  receptacle  for 
waste.  The  owner  was  called  upon  to  replace  the  floor  and 
provide  the  items  called  for  and  this  was  done. 
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The  owner  of  a mobile  stall  from  which  wet  fish  and 
fruit  were  being  sold  was  asked  to  provide  a name  board  on 
the  vehicle  and  provide  a waSh-hand  basiin  wikh  a supply 
of  hot  and  cold  water.  This  was  carried  out. 

A Mobile  Stall  from  outside  'the  district  from  which  fruit 
and  vegetables  were  being  sold  was  inspected  and  found  not 
to  comply  with  the  above  Regulations. 

The  owner  was  told  what  was  required  in  order  to 
comply,  but  the  person  concerned  has  now  ceased  to  trade 
in  the  area. 

An  old  converted  bus  used  as  a mobile  Stall  to  seF, 
foodstuffs  was  inspected  and  found  to  be  unsatisfaetory. 

The  owner  was  not  prepared  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
works  called  for  and  the  vehicle  was  subsequently  taken  off 
the  road  and  the  operator  ceased  trading  in  foodstuffs. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

A complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
with  regard  to  the  condition  of  a tin  of  milk  chocolate^ 
assorted  biscuits  which  had  been  purchased  from  a shop 
in  the  town.  On  inspection  of  the  biscuits  evidence  of  insect 
infestation  was  observed  and  the  tin  in  question  was  sent 
to  the  County  Analyst  for  examination. 

The  Analysts  repott  showed  that  the  biscuits  had  been 
con!taminated  by  the  larvae  moth  but  no  larvae,  alive  or  dead 
were  detected.  In  view  of  this  report  no  action  was  taker.- 
againSt  the  firm  who  sold  the  biscuits,  but  a letter  was  sent  ^ 
to  them  informing  them  that  a very  serious  View  would  be 
taken  Should  a Similar  case  occur. 


REGISTRATION  OF  FOOD  PREPARING  PREMISES 

One  applicaition  was  received  to  have  premises  registered 
for  the  boiling  of  hams.  After  ceitain  works,  with  reference 
to  the  siting  of  the  small  ham  boiler  had  been  carried  out, 
the  registration  cettificate  was  issued  to  the  occupier  of  the 
premises. 
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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  1958 


Only  one  appWcation  for  the  renewal  of  a slaughtermans 
licence  was  received  during  the  year.  The  licence  was  re- 
quired to  be  endorsed  to  permit  the  slaughter  of  horses  and 
was  issued  to  the  applicant  who  was  a former  employee  at 
the  knackers  yard.

OFFICES  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,

1 1 new  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  and  7 
were  cancelled  making  the  total  number  of  Registered 
Premises  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  241.  Only 
44  premises  were  visited  and  inspected  and  a number  of 
these  were  reinspections  to  see  if  works  called  for  had  been  '4 
carried  out.  According  to  the  register  a to'tal  of  1 604  persons 
were  employed  in  registered  premises,  655  m'a'Ies  and  949 
females.

3 Clearance  Areas  were  declared  and  application  was 
made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  confirmation  of  Clearance  Orders  in  respect  of  those 
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Areas  which  comprised  17  houses.  In  the  case  of  the  Clear- 
ance Area  comprising  6 houses,  2 owners  lodged  an 
objection,  the  Minister  held  a Public  Inquiry.  After  due 
consideration  the  Minister  confirmed  the  Clearance  Order. 

Orders  were  confirmed  on  the  other  2 Clearance  Areas 
comprising  1 1 houses  without  an  Inquiry  being  held. 

A Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made  on  an  area  of 
land  which  comprises  3 Individual  Unfit  Houses,  a yard  and 
3 garages.  The  owner  lodged  an  objedtion  and  Miuistry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  held  a Public  Inquiry.  The 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  subsequently  confirmed' 
by  the  Min'ister. 

22  Unfit  houses  were  demolisihed  during  the  year  and 
1 7 of  these  were  in  Clearance  Areas. 

Housing  General 

There  were  336  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

106  families  were  rehoused  including  13  families  from 
slum  clearance  or  individual  unfit  houses.  69  families  were^ 
transferred  to  dther  Council  houses  or  flats  by  arrangement.’;

Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 

Surveyor 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  a report  of  the  work  of 
my  department  during  1968. 

The  year  was  characterised  by  the  need  to  exercise  the 
s^trictest  economy  in  View  of  the  financial  situation  and  this 
meant  reduction  of  the  Council  House  Painting  Programme, 
deferment  of  the  purchase  of  joinery  equipment  and  vehicle 
maintenance  equipment  for  the  depot  and  a general  belt 
tightening  operation  all  round. 

Nevertheless,  there  is  some  achievement  to  report  in 
that  possession  of  the  Fosse  Cross  Quarry  was  gained,  the 
new  depot  at  the  Steadings  became  the  base  of  the  whole 
outside  staff,  and  substantial  progress  was  made  on  the 
Poulton  and  Ampneys  Sewerage  Scheme. 

My  thanks  are  due.  as  usual,  to  my  staff  but.  particularly 
in  this  year,  because  of  thCir  conscientious  efforts  to  keep 
the  expenditure  vyithin  the  curtailed  budget  without  noticeable 
deterioration  in  the  service.  May  1 also  thank  the  Clerk  and 
Officers  of  other  departments  for  their  ready  co-operation, 
and  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
confidence  and  support.

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Water  Supplies 

During  the  year  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried  out 
the  following  work  in  the  District. 

New  mains  were  laid  in  Lechlade  and  Tarlton,  also 
branch  mains  to  serve  existing  properties  in  Ampney  Crucis 
and  Upper  Siddington.  Branch  mains  were  laid  to  serve 
Private  Enterprise  Housing  Sites  in  Baunton,  Horcott,  Fair- 
ford  (Kempsford  Parish),  Meysey  Hampton  and  South 
Cerney. 

In  all.  a total  of  7,666  yards  of  new  mains  were  completed. 


Water  Samples 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  on  disttribution  and 
fa>m  sources  were  received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold 
Water  Board.  Of  65  samples  taken  on  disttribution,  59  were 
satisfactory  and  6 unsatisfactory.  One  sample  taken  direct 
from  source  was  satisfactory. 

One  sample  taken  from  the  Cotswold  Water  Board’s 
supplies  on  distribuition,  for  bacteriologioai  examination,  by 
a Rural  District  Council  Inspector,  was  satisfactory. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  from  the  Lechlade 
source  was  1.2  parts  per  million. 

Ten  samples  were  taken  from  Estate  supplies  for  bac- 
teriological examination;  8 were  satisfactory  and  2 unsatis- 
factory. 

Of  44  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  sources  serving  individual  properties,  29  were  satis- 
factory and  15  unsatisfactory.  Nine  samples  were  submitted 
for  chemical  examination.  6 of  which  were  satisfactory  and 
3 unsatisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure  neces- 
sary improvement.

Sewerage 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  sewerage  scheme  to  serve. 
Poulton,  Meysey  Hampton,  Driffield  and  the  Ampney 
Parishes  had  reached  an  advanced  stage,  the  Contract  com- 
pletion date  being  in  July  1969. 
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Ministry  approval  was  received  during  the  year  to  the 
extension  to  the  Fairford  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the 
Consultants  hoped  to  be  able  to  invite  Tenders  by  the  early 
summer  of  1969. 

The  extensions  to  the  Lechlade  plant  were  delayed  be- 
cause of  the  unwillingness  of  the  landowner  concerned  to 
release  the  small  area  required.  It  was  decided  to  make  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  this  case. 

Continuing  complaints  from  the  Parish  of  Sodlh  Cerney 
of  smell  from  the  Shorncote  Sewage  Works  of  the  Ciren- 
cester Urban  District  Council  led  to  the  appointment  of  an 
independent  consultant,  employed  jointly  by  the  two  Coun- 
cils, to  investigate  the  matter.  His  report  con^rmed  that  the 
smell  originated  from  the  Shorncote  Works  and  recommended 
that  modern  plant  be  installed. 

Consideration  of  a preliminary  report  on  the  Parishes 
of  Poole  Keynes  and  Somerford  Keynes  was  deferred  pending 
the  outcome  of  the  above  mentioned  report  on  Shorncote. 

The  septic  tank  emptying  service  continued  to  operate 
during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-nine  pr'iva'te  tanks 
were  emptied,  amounting  to  a total  of  741,300  gallons.  In 
addition,  189,100  gallons  were  removed  from  Council  tanks. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  service  throughout  the 
disltriot  continued  to  run  smooithly,  a total  of  5.219  tons 
having  been  collected  compared  vVith  4,799  tons  'in  1967. 

Possession  of  the  stone  quarry  at  Fosse  Cross  was  finally 
obtained  'in  October  and  the  new  loading  sihovel,  purchased 
earlier  'in  the  year,  was  brought  into  operation.  This,  coupled 
with  the  covering  material  available,  enabled  properly  con- 
trolled tipping  to  be  introduced  at  once. 

An  Approach  from  the  Northleach  Rural  District  Council 
led  to  an  agreement  to  provide  disposal  facilities  at  Fosse 
Cross  for  refuse  from  the  Northleach  Rural  District,  at  an 
agreed  charge,  from  April  1 969. 

PEST  CONTROL

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  schemes  for  sewering  Longborough  and  Adlestrop 
were  completed  and  t'he  scheme  for  Lower  Swell  was  com- 
menced during  the  year. 

The  extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Chipping 
Campden  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  the  extension 
of  the  works  ait  Bledington  is  nearing  completion. 

Revisions  were  recommended  by  the  Ministry  to  the 
Honeybourne  Scheme  which  includes  a new  sewage  disposal 
works,  two  new  pumping  stations,  new  machinery  to  four 
existing  pumpiing  Stations,  relaying  of  sewers  and  sewer 
extensions.  These  revisions  have  now  been  agreed;  the 
scheme  approved,  and  tenders  are  being  invited  in  January, 
1969.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC 
HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  Ito  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  joint  department  for  1 968. 

Early  'in  the  year  the  Old  Persons  Accommodation, 
with  Warden  supervision,  was  opened  at  Northleach  and 
has  proved  a most  successful  venture.  The  Old  Persons 
Bungalows  at  Eastleach  and  Chedworth  with  the'ir  oil  fired 
central  heating  were  a new  departure,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  the  'inhabitants  are  very  satisfied  and  do  not. 
contrary  to  belief,  miss  the  open  fire.  The  'Standard  of 
warmth  'throughout  the  winter  was  extremely  high. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  continues  without 
noteworthy  comment,  except  to  report  that  several  infesta- 
tions of  what  appeared  to  be  Warfarin  resistant  rats  were 
encountered  and  these  were  successfully  dealt  with  by  the 
use  of  other  poisons. 

My  thanks  as  usual  are  due  to  The  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Coundil  for  their  support,  the  Clerk  and 
other  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and  to  my  Staff  for  their 
loyalty  and  efforts  throughout  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Close  co-operat'ion  is  maintained  with  the  Cotswold 
Walter  Board  who  supply  water  to  all  parishes,  with  the 
exceptiion  of  Yanworth  whidh  has  a private  supply. 

Samples  are  regularly  taken  by  the  Cotswold  Water 
Board  and  copy  reports  are  received  in  this  office. 

The  private  source  at  Yanworth  proved  unsaitisfactory 
in  the  year  and  arrangements  were  put  in  hand  to  chlorinate 
the  supply. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  main  water  from  the  Bibury 
and  Syreford  sources  remained  constant  at  0.1  parts  per 
million  and  there  is  no  plumbo  solvency  action.

Water  Supply 

WMi  'the  exception  of  Avening  and  Cherington  the 
whole  district  is  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Bristol  Water- 
works Company.  Avening  and  Cherington  are  in  the  Statu- 
tory area  of  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Com- 
pany conlta'ins  no  more  than  a trace  of  fluoride. 

Of  the  13  parishes  10  have  public  water  supplies  and 
the  remaining  3 are  supplied  as  follows  ; — 


Asihley  has  a private  mains  supply  in  the  hamlet  of  Culkerton 
which  is  fairly  satisfactory.  Ashley  is  supplied  by  3 private 
boreholes. 


Ozleworth  relies  on  private  supplies  which  are  fairly  satis- 
factory. 


Westonbirt-with-Lasborough  has  a good  private  supply  run 
by  the  Westonbirt  School  and  affords  a piped  supply  to  all 
the  parish  other  than  Lasborough  which  has  a separate 
piped  supply. 


Water  Samples 

A total  of  22  water  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies.  6 were  satisfactory  and  16  unsatisfactory. 


Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimn^ing  baths  in  the  area  but 
the  private  swimming  pool  owned  by  Westonbirt  School 
is  open  to  the  public  during  the  school  summer  holidays.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Tetbury 

The  sewage  works  are  operating  sa'tisfaoLorily  and 
pollution  of  the  River  Avon  has  been  remedied  except  for 
periods  of  exces's'ive  rainfall  when  the  storm  overflows  are 
in  continuous  operation,  due  mainly  to  infiltration  and  road 
surface  \vater  gullies  connected  to  the  sewers.  Further  sur- 
face water  schemes  are  required  in  order  to  maintain  the 
Mtandard  required  at  the  works.  Some  650  yards  of  9"  foul 
sewer  in  London  Road  were  relaid  during  highway  recon- 
struction works  carried  out  by  the  Glos.  County  Council. 

Avening  and  Cherington 

The  sewerage  system  and  works  serving  these  parishes 
have  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year. 

Didmarton  and  Leighterton 

The  combined  scheme  for  these  two  parishes  was  main- 
tained satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Some  20  properties 
were  connected  during  the  year. 
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Shipton  Moyne 

The  drainage  arrangements  in  this  village  are  most  un- 
satisfactory due  to  domestic  drainage  being  connected  to 
tbe  old  Street  drain  and  culvert,  the  outfali  of  which  dis- 
charges in  front  of  Hodges  Barn.  The  only  solution  is  the 
provision  of  a proper  drainage  scheme. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a 
scheme  for  the  village  which  includes  a pumping  main  to 
the  Tet'bury  sewage  works.

The  Council  carries  out  a weekly  refuse  collection 
t'hroug'hout  the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  properties 
where  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  to  collect 
fortnightly.  No  salvage  is  collected.  During  the  year  quarterly 
collections  of  bulky  refuse  were  carried  out. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Underbridge,  Shipton  Moyne,  was 
nearly  filled  during  the  year  and  other  sites  will  have  to  be 
found  during  the  next  year.  No  further  negotiations  have 
taken  place  with  British  Railways  regarding  the  extension  of 
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Herd  Lane  tip  as  this  area  is  included  in  the  County  Council 
bypass  proposals. 

The  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collection  is  operating 
satisfacftorily.
